history.  This  rail  splitter,  this  /)oy 
who  passed  his  ungainly  youth  in  the 
dire  poverty  of  the  poorest  of  the 
frontier  folk,  whose  rise  was  by 
weary  and  painful  labor,  lived  to  lead 
his  people  throu<;h  the  burning  flames 
of  a  struggle  from  which  the  nation 
emerged,  purified  as  by  fire,  bom 
anew  to  a  loftier  life.  After  long 
years  of  iron  effort,  and  of  failure 
that  came  more  often  than  victoiy,  he 
at  last  rose  to  the  h  adeiship  of  the 
Republic,  at  the  moment  when  that 
leadership  had  become^he  stnpendous 
wOirid-task  of  the  time.

apostles,  are  n  rr.anro.st  fulflilinent  of 
the  last  words  In  ^lattliew  and  Mark. 
*'Lo.  I  am  with  .v<>u  ahvay,"  "The 
Lord  working  with  tliom  and  confirm- 
ing the  word  with  signs  following." 
Such  manifestations  of  the  power  of 
the  risen  Christ  are  too  much  for  the 
devil,  who  ijB  atill  the  spiritual  ad- 
viser of  all  who  are  not  ctmtroJled  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  and  ao  the  religions 
rulers  are  lllled  with  indignation  by 
the  evil  one,  and  the  apostles  are  cast 
into  prison  thnt  they  may  thus  do  no 
more  harm  to  the  enemy's  property  by 
robblnp:  him  of  people  whom  he  had 
hitherto  coutrollod.  I?ut,  ns  usuaf.  the 
enemies  of  the  Ixird  imagine  a  valr. 
thing,  and  the  Lord  has  them  in  de- 
rision (Ps.  il.  1-4).  Storm  and  tem- 
pest, fiery  furnace  or  lions'  den,  prison 
gates  and  walls,  are  no  hindrance  to 
the  Lord  nor  to  RIs  angels«  who  excel 
In  strength  imd  who  delight  ..to  do  nis 
bidding  (Pb.  ctll.  20).  ^e  apostles, 
being  BtlU  in  mortal  bodies,  need  to 
hare  doors  opened  for  the:n,  but  even 
that  proves  no  hindrance  to  an  angci. 
So  no  who  never  slunil)ors  nor  sleeps 
sent  ITis  messenrrer  by  night  to  liber- 
ate His  servants  that  they  mlglit  go  to 
the  temple  and  speak  to  the  people 
the  words  of  life,  and  this  they  did. 
The  next  morning,  when  the  high 
priest  and  his  council  and  senate  were 
assembled,  tiiey  sent  to  the  i^son 
to  bring  the  apoetles,  bat  while  the 
prison  was  aecue.  a«  nana],  and  the 
keepers  on  dnty  thefe  were  no  apostles 
within. 

How  It  makes  one's  heart  laugh  to 
see  God  laughing  at  his  enemies!

We  know  that  it  will  grow,  in 
spite  of  all  that  the  adversary  can  do, 
until  every  proud  and  haughty  thing 
shall  be  laid  low  and  "the  Lord  alone 
shall  be  exalted"  (Isa.  ii,  11.  17). 
Havlnc:  learned  that  the  prisoners 
were  free  men  and  teaching  In  the 
temple,  they'  sent  for  them,  brought 
them  without  violence  and  set  them 
before  the  council,  accusing  them  of 
bringing  the  blood  of  Jesus  on  the  rul- 
ers and  demanding  of  them  why  they 
continued  teai  hing  in  this  name  after 
being  forhidden  to  do  so.  They  seemed 
to  forget  tliat  they  had  cried.  "Ills 
blood  be  on  us  and  on  our  children" 
(Matt  xxvii.  25).  Peter  boldly  replied 
that  (3od  must  be  obeyed  rather  than 
men  and  then  once  more  to  their  face 
accused  them  of  slaying  .^csus,  assert- 
ing that  God  -  had  raised  'Rim  from 
the  dead  and'isxalted  BIm  to  His  own 
right  hand  as  a  Prince,  and  a  Saviour 
to  give  repentance  ajbd  forgiveness 
even  to  them  and  thnt  «they,  the  apos- 
tles, were  flfs  witnesses  l»y  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  That  settled  the 
fate  of  the  apostles  In  the  minds  of 
the  council,  and  so  they  took  counsel 
to  kill  them.  The  great  murderer 
would  fain  accomplish  some  more  of 
his  devilish  work  and  dispose  of  them 
as  he  had  of  their  Master.  They  were 
qnlte  ready  for  svch  a  resolt  txxt  they 
had  been  told  to  expect  It  (John  xvi. 
1-4).  They  were  the  same  generation 
of  vipers,  or  seed  of  the  serpent  (these 
Jews),  as  those  to  whom  Jesus  liad 
said  that  tliey  would  do  these  very 
things.  They  were,  ns  lie  said,  of 
their  father  the  devil  (Matt.  xilU,  33. 
34;  John  vill,  44).  There  are  In  this 
world  only  two  classes,  the  righteous 
and  the  unrighteou.s.  the  children  of 
Goik  and  the  children  of  the  wicked 
one,  and  there  are  in  the  fMore  just 
two  destinations,  the  kingdom  and  the 
gloiT  and  the  place  of  tonneat  God  is 
not  willing  that  any  should  perish  and 
has  provided  In  His  Son  a  redemp- 
tion sufQcient  for  all.  but  If  people 
prefer  the  blindness  and  darkness  of 
the  god  of  this  world  (II  Cor.  Iv,  4); 
If  they  still  say.  "Not  this  man,  but 
Barahbas;  we  will  not  have  this  man 
to  relgn  over  us;  we  have  no  king  but 
Caesar,"  then  it  must  be  understood 
that  they  declare  themselves  enepiies 
of  God,  for  "the  friendship  of  this 
world  Is  (wity.wtth  God**  (Jas.  ir,  4). 
"The  free  ftft  of  Ood  te  eternal  life  In 
Christ  Jestts  our  Lord"  (Bom.  vi,  28 
r!  T.).  but  If  men  deliberately  choose 
the  wages  of  sin  in  pref orwice  iiho  Is 
to  blame? 

The  coun.sel  of  Gamaliel  In  verses 
88,  39,  was  in  accord  with  Isa.  vlil,  9, 
10;  xiv,  24:  xll.  12;  xllli,  13;  llv.  IT,  and 
other  good  words  of  the  prophets,  and 
to  him  they  agreed,  but  they  deemed 
it  necessary  to  give  the  apostles  a 
beating  and  to  forbid  them  to  make 
furtlier  mention  of  the  name  of  Jesus 
(verse  40).  Thus  they  ds<^red  them* 
seiires  decidedly  against  Jesus  C!hrlst 
laa^  tha|  they  would  blot  out  His 
;  rfMUie  If  possible.  They  would  not  be- 
lieve that  G(>d 'had  highly  exalted  Him 
and  given  Ilira  a  name  which  Is  above 
every  name  that  is  ;:auied.  not  only  In 
this  world,  but  also  in  that  which  is  to 
come,  and  that  al!  shall  yet  bow  to  Him 
either  in  gl-id  submission  or  to  hear 
Him  say.  "Deimrt  from  nae.  ye  cursed" 
(Phil,  ii,  9.  10;  Eph.  1.  21).

notable  I..incoln  in  his  own  day  had  lit- 
tle friendship  in  Europe.  He  was  not 
of  a  type  to  appeal  to  bureaucracy  and 
formal  Instltutionalifm.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  tlie  war  Im.  waa  little  kneini 
or,  if  known  at  all.  was  regarded  ah  a 
country  lawyer  <tf  slight  educatloe,  IR« 
tie  ezperfeace  and  Inferior  talMrta 

His  method  of  handling  the  Mason 
and  Slldell  episode  and  the  geoeral 
conduct  of  our  diplomatic  affairs  raised 
the.  world's  opinion  of  him  us  his  ad- 
mlulstratlou  progressed,  but  still  the 
feeling  was  not  cordial.  The  temper  of 
Europe  was  such  lu  that  contest  that 
a  slight  misstep  might  hnve  plunged 
us  Into  wnr.  One  of  Lincoln's  greatest 
triumphs  was  that  he  kept  us  clear  of 
these  foreign  difficulties.  It  was  not 
BO  much  hostility  to  Lincoln  as  it  was 
l^tility  to  the  Union  that  had  to  be 
feared.  By  caution,  patience  and 
statesmanship  all  this  hostility  iwas 
mtfde  powtilsss  to  work  us  harm,  and 
gradually  tlie  chancdlorles  of  Europe 
awakened  to  the  fleet  tlwt  a  msster 
mind  was  in  charge  at  Washington. 
They  also  began  to  understand  that 
the  muster  mind  was  Lincoln,  "the 
country  lawyer,"  und  not  Seward,  his 
secretary  of  state.  If  Seward  hud  been 
given  his  way  a  war  with  one  or  more 
European  nations  coaid  scarcely  hkfm 
been  averted. 

The  triumph  of  the  north  had  a  pow> 
erfui  influence  in  melting  foreign  bos- 
tility.  Success  succeeds  even  l>ettur 
With  diplonwtti  than  with  ofdinary 
mortals.  The  tepnblle  dlTidsd  and. 
tltfeatened  with  annihilation  waa  one 
thing.  The  asme  republic  reunited 
and  more  firmly  established  than  cTer 
was  quite-  another.  The  change  of 
attitude  naturally  Included  the  head  of 
the  nation  as  well  as  the  nation  itself. 

It  must  not  be  imagined,  however, 
that  all  European  sentiment  was 
hostile  to  the  Union.  Many  of  the  best 
men  and  women  in  all  lands  were 
naturally  our  friends  both  be<-HUse  of 
opposition  to  slavery  and  friendship 
to  republicanism.  The  hearts  of  the 
masses  for  the  most  part  were  witb  us 
as  they  ever  have  l)een.  Tills  senti- 
ment was  augmented  as  the  struggls 
neared  a  dose. 

Lincoln's  assasslnatien  brought  eat 
all  the  Utent  and  actKe  friendship  for 
him  abroad  as  well  as  at  hosM.  It 
silenced  the  tongues  d  his  eaeayea. 
Following  ao  dOfe  upon  the  termina- 
tion of  the  war,  it  focused  the  attea- 
tion  and  touched  the  heart  of  the 
world.  The  universal  and  profound 
grief  shown  for  tl»e  murdered  presi- 
dent io  bis  own  land  revealed  to  those 
of  other  Isnds  that  be  wns  a  man 
out  of  the  ordinary,  a  fact  that  they 
had  already  lie  gun  to  suspect.  The 
changed  attitude  toward  him  was 
shown  in  the  fine  poem  written  bf  the 
editor  of  the  London  Punch. 

When  the  world's  universal  republic 
is  established,  of  which  ear  owij.  re- 
public Is  but  the  forerunner:  wbeo 
there  Is  llberf|ie«  in  ail  lands  that  aie 
fanned  by  lAm  ftnce  air  as  It  sweeps 
about  tlie  earth:  when  self  government 
and  the  Individual  strength  it  fosters 
have  become  ns  coraiiioii  as  the  sun- 
shine and  the  rain;  when  there  is  a  uni- 
versal religion  based  ou  the  diviaity  in 
man  and  the  common  love  of  God  and 
humaiiiry:  wIkmi  i»urity  of  life.  IovuI't 
to  trutii  and  tlie  sacrifice  of  s«>lf  uu  the 
altar  of  the  common  good  ure  every- 
where recognized  and  practiced,  then 
Abraham  Lincoln,  who  stood  for  all  of 
these  things,  will  have  taken  his  place 
asMpg  the  world:a  lew  suffFeniely 
great  souls.  Th«t  day  fer  all  manklnil 
Is  much  nearer  ^lecanse  be. lived  pnd 
died.  If  this  natioq.  had  beqp  Ha^ 
asunder  In  the  citil  war.  If  fvef  gor- 
emraent  had  then  proved  a  Aillure.  If 
slavery  bad  triumphed  over  freedom, 
that  new  era  for  mankind  might  have 
been  delayed  for  centuries  or  forever. 
'I'herefore  Lincoln's  work  In  that  crisis 
was  not  for  his  own  land  nione.  but 
for  all  lauds.  It  was  not  only  to  give 
the  black  race  liberty,  but  to  give  all 
races  lll)erty.  It  was  not  merely  to  as- 
sure the  Union  of  these  states,  but 
meant  eventually  that  there  should  be 
%.  union  fbr.  peace,  awl  (oS'  ualreraal

Belong  to  Great 
Social  Movement

HAT  interesting  phenomena  manufacturers  are.  That  is 
what  they  are  to  the  social  philosopher.  They  are  phenomena. 
They  may  not  like  the  classification  hut  they  are  social  phe- 
nomena. They  belong  to  a  great  economic  movement  that 
licpm  hack  in  Kij;j,lan(l  at  tlie  end  of  the  ei;^hieenth  century 
and  has  been  sweeping  on  irresistibly  ever  since,  it  has  been 
carried  on  by  men  who  preceded  the  present  g^eration,  who 
saw  business  opportunities ;  tliosc  men  who  wert*  called  manu- 
facturers because  they  did  not  do  anything  with  their  hands. 
Those  men  who  went  around  and  found  there  were'  weavers 
who  did  not  have  yam  and  who  took  the  yarn  from  the  spinners,  and 
from  the  spinners  to  the  weavers  and  they  math'  a  little  profit  on  it  both 
.  ways.  Then  they  found  they  could  get  machines  that  could  be  used  a 
little  laore  effectively;  these  they  loaned  to  the  workers  in  their  cottages 
and  took  another  profit ;  later  they  gathered  all  these  machines  into  the 
factory  'and  the  factory  system  was  established.  So  it  has  been  in  all  the 
trades  and  industries.  The  manufacturers  of  to-day  and  the  men  who 
preceded  them  are  responsible  for  the  city  of  to-day.  It  is  an  industrial 
revolution  which  they  have  brought  on.  They  have  multiplied  population 
enormously.  If  it  had  not  been  for  the  factory  system  there  couldn't 
^ve  been  so  many  of  us.  And  they  have  got  to  keep  things  going  in 
some  way  because  of  their  rcsponslMlily  to  the  people  they  have  brought 
into  the  world  as  a  result  of  their  economic  system.

"1  Every  little  while  in  public  prints  I  run 
into  the  narrow  preachings  of  some  old- 
fashioned  doctrinaire,  counseling  the  young 
man  how  to  succeed  in  life  and  dishing  up 
strings  of  old  platitudes  that  are  as  little 
elfective  to-day  as  the  old  pony  express 
y  would  be  in  competition  with  the  Pacific 
railroads. 

I  wish  some  of  thees  old  "rules  of  con- 
duct" preachments  wew  more  to  the  point 
of  practical  utility.  It  would  be  a  plea.s- 
anter  world  if  they  were.  But  broadly 
speaking  for  the  present  age,  that  young 
man  who  loads  himself  up  with  them  and 
steps  out  new  to  the  world  prcj)arc(l  to  make  capital  of  such  .sentiment 
must  be  prepared  for  heartache  and  failure.  He  might  as  well  be  a  Kip 
Van  Winkle,  waking  with  a  pocket  full  of  money  issued  by  the  confeder- 
ate states  of  America. 

I  know  a  young  man  who  after  most  encouraging  correspondence  with 
the  head  of  a  big  corporation  traveled  a  thousand  miles  or  more  on  the 
sfciaigth  of  it  to  become  an  applicant  for  a  position.  In  the  new,  strange 
surroundings  of  the  distant  city  he  discovered  that  he  had  a  far  different 
problem  on  his  hands  than  he  had  been  led  to  expect 

There  was  a  reception  room  for  the  establishment,  presided  over  by  a 
thick-skinned  usher  whose  cone  eption  of  his  duties  seemed  to  be  the  dis- 
couragement of  every  caller  desiring  to  see  any  one  on  the  inside.  This 
young  man  had  more  than  his  share  of  everyday  cultivation  and  refine- 
mmt  and  suddenly  he  awofce  to  the  fact  that  he  had  been  three  weeks  in 
the  city  without  ev.  r  liaving  se^n  a  persoii  who  might  have  looked  upon 
his  application  with  favor. 

And  all  the  while  he  was  receiving  scantier  consideration  by  the  usher. 
The  young  man  grew  angry  with  himself.  He  know  what  he  could 
do  and  yet  after  a  thousand  miles  of  travel  a  blufling  attendant  at  a  door 
way  preventing  him  from  stepping  over  a  threshold!

Next  day  the  attendant  scowled  at  the  superscription  onihe  enyelope: 
"John  H.  Williams,  Esq.;  Personal."  He  scowled  even  more  whai  the 
young  man  asked  that  the  envelope  be  handed  to  Mr.  Williams. 
"Take— that— in— to— Mr.— Williams— at  once !" 
My  young  man's  fighting  blood  was  iip  at  last  In  a  moment  the 
truculent  usher  was  moving  toward  the  private  office.  In  five  minutes  the 
writer  was  ushered  inside  the  office  and  when  he  left  it  a  few  minutes  later 
he  was  an  employe  of  the  company ! 

It  is  the  man  who  "gets  there"  who  has  first  choice  of  opportunity. 
If  you  can't  "arrive"  you  won't  be  commissioned  to  "go." 

No  man  to-day  is  wise  enough  to  prescribe  a  line  of  ethics  for  the 
young  man  who  is  entering  business.

But  to-day  culture  and  aggressive  business  are  little  related.  **Blnfr  will 
go  miles  further  and  not  be  winded  at  the  finish.  Blow  your  own  horn  in- 
telligently and  hard  1  Get  into  the  limelight  and  stay  there  until  you  are 
thrown  out !  These  are  the  "success"  pointers.'  Believe  otherwise  at  your 
peril. 


Highest 
Function 
of  the

In 
this  land  of  sunshine,  where  vegetation 
gi'ov.'s  with  iihuost  no  cultivation  and 
where  to  beautify  at  least  the  exterior 
and  grounds  of  our  manufactories 
would  re<iiiire  so  little  eCfort.  this 
should  l>e  (lone  not  only  for  the  moral 
and  aesthetic  influence  on  the  employ- 
ees, but  really  as  an  advertising  fea- 
ture, always  showing  touristH  that 
even  working  shops  can  be  made  beau 
tlf ul  by  nature  In  our  California. 

Not  one  but  many  travelers  liave  re- 
marked about  tlie  vine  covered  water 
tank  (practical  tiling  truly)  at  a  cer- 
tain station  near  Los  Angeles  on  tiie 
Salt  Lake  railroad.  The  eye  and  mind 
are  rested  at  seeing  a  bit  of  greenery 
there.  The  elec-trlc  power  houses  sta- 
tioned at  intervals  nil  the  way  from 
Pomona  valley  to  several  thousand  feet 
above  In  Sun  Antonio  canyon  show 
what  cm  ho  done  in  simple  landscape 
gardening  In  waste  places.  Every  wea- 
ry climber  coming  around  a  bend  in 
the  trail  up  there  among  the  mountains 
can  assure  you  that  the  vision  of 
blooming  flowers,  well  kept  lawn  and 
maybe  a  fountaiq  is  a  welcome  sight 

Tbe  writer  has  in  mind  two  facto- 
ries, one  so  pretty  and  refreshing  that 
the  passerby  tUnlES  it  must  be  a  pleas- 
ure to  sit  near  One  low  open  win- 
dows in  summer  and  glance  out  occa- 
sionally from  the  wdlc  of  cutting 
leather  and  liammering  tacks,  for  it  is 
a  shoo  factory  in  ITolland,  Mich.,  to 
which  I  refer,  to  a  plot  of  fresh  green 
grass.  That  glance  does  not  detract 
from  tlie  work,  but  makes  the  fingers 
more  ninibk'  and  the  mind  more  clear. 
Must  we  of  the  golden  west  go  back 
east  to  find  the  iKMuitlfui  in  nature 
combined  with  utility  in  supplying  the 
needs  of  our  lx)dles?  Can  we  have  no 
such  ornamental  practical  factories  of 
our  own?  Another,  perhaps  more  pre- 
tentioos,  is  tlie  home  of  tbe  famous 
Rookwood  pottery  In  ClncinnatL  Do 
you  doubt  that  the  infloeoce  of  these 
beautiful  surroundings  on  tbe,  artists 
who  decorate  this  ware  works  out 
through  their  active  fingers?  Our 
ground  is  as  fertile,  our  workingmen 
as  appreciative,  our  own  minds  as  aes- 
thetic as  any  In  the  east.  Let  us  look 
to  our  factories,  at  least  to  the  extent 
of  iulproving  them  by  the  addition  of  a 
few  clinging  vines  to  hide  and  soften 
the  glare  of  walls  and  the  harsh,  con- 
ventional outlines  of  the  buildings.

"Watch 
Tacoma  grow,"  at  the  Lewis  and 
Clark  exposition  in  1905,  spends  $10,- 
000  a  year  In  making  the  town  grow, 
Portland,  Ore.,  uses  $48,000  for  sys- 
tematic publicity  and  finds  that  it 
pays.  Winnipeg,  In  Manitoba,  finds  It 
profitable  to  q>end  $17,000  anaoally  in 
advertisinf .  Kansas  Cttj,  Mou.  leeent- 
ly  inaugurated  a  campaign  of  munici- 
pal advotistng:  Hundreds  of  smaller 
towns  and  cities  are  doing  likewise. 
"It  pays  to  advertise." 


Planting  Street  Trees. 

In  laying  out  for  street  planting  let 
the  first  stakes  be  set  at  the  street 
crossings,  says  Park  and  Cemetery. 
When  the  abutting  streets  also  are  to 
be  planted,  place  two  stakes  at  each 
comer  about  thirty  feet  from  the  point 
of  intersection  of  the  curb  line  on  each 
street  Then  space  off  the  intervening 
distance,  setting  the  stakes  equally  dis- 
tant apart,  Irat  not  less  than  sixty-five 
feet  as  the  shmrtest  distance.  Street 
trees  generally  are  planted  too  ckwely 
together.  Sometimes  this  is  done  with 
the  intention  of  cutting  out  alternate 
ones,  as  the  growth  of  the  trees  re- 
quires. This,  however,  is  seldom  done, 
and  the  trees  grow  up  too  thickly, 
thereby  overcrowding  and  injuring  one 
another,  destroying  all  the  Individual 
beauty  of  the  trees  and  the  symmet- 
rical arrangement  which  an  avenue  of 
trees  should  have. 


Comfort  Stations  For  Towns. 

Anything  that  tends  to  advance  civi- 
lization and  promote  the  weifaie  of 
mankind  is  beneficial  to  a  town.  Mil- 
waukee intends  to  do  something  in  this 
line,  as  its  board  of  public  woiks  pro- 
poses to  establish  municipal  comfort 
stations  throughout  the  city. 

"I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  these  com- 
fort stations."  said  Mayor  Becker. 
"In  my  travels  through  Europe  I  saw 
a  number  of  the  stations  in  the  large 
Titles.  They  are  located  In  the  busy 
i)arts  of  the  business  districts  as  well 
Jis  along  the  boulevards.  For  a  small 
fee  a  person  can  go  into  one  of  these 
stations,  get  a  towel  and  hot  water  and 
refresh  himself  without  having  to  fo 
to  a  hotel  to  do  it  People  can  also  get 
th^  clothes  brushed  and  cleaned  be- 
fore filling  business  esgagements.  It  is 
a  good  step  toward  municipal  improve- 
ment* 

Taboo  on  Dandelions  and  Chlelcons. 

The  Denver  city  conncU  is  working 
upon  an  ordinance  providing  a  fine  of 
$10  for  every  dandelion  allowed  to 
bloom  within  the  city  limits.  The  city 
council  of  Florence.  Colo.,  has  passed 
an  ordinance  imposing  a  similar  fine 
on  the  owner  for  each  chicken  allowed 
tonmatlarft.

LINCOLN. 


Man  is  a  breath.  :in»l  history  a 
inpan;  yet  in  our  little  universe  of 
^faream  there  are  values  infinitely  real, 
Jind  distinctions  infinitely  worth  while. 
We  Americans  are  occupied  this  week 
jn  celebrating  one  of  those  natures 
,«lio  have  helf^  to  confirm  onr  be- 
iliof.s;  who  have  helped  t«j  build  fnun- 
dati<ins,  upon  which  future  geuera- 
tl<His: 'might  take  their  stand,  so  la- 
hofitg  that  existence  might  have  more 
of  brightness,  of  meaning,  and  of 
dignity.  Abraham  Lincoln  lived  and 
£c|d,  knd  into  the  vast  mystery  of  tbe 
world  there  was  injected,  and  reniaiji- 
ed,  somethinfc  that  was  noble  and  be- 
yond denSal.  8o  to  have  lived  and 
died  that  the  world  is  distinctly  richer 
b\'  n  goal  made  clear,  a  cause  made 
eloquent — such  is  the  most  welcome 
■destiny  that  can  await  any  infant 
bom  into  the  H-jht.  On  the  rolls  of 
£ame  is  inscribed  no  name  which 
stands  more  uncontrovertibly  for  jus- 
jfiee,  sympathy,  and  growth  than  the 
name  of  Lincoln:  ]ione  which  from 
•each  succeeding  year  gains  a  perma- 
neaee  better  earned. 

Abraham  Lincoln  followed  one 
beacon  throughout  his  fifty-nine 
jrears  upon  this  earth,  and  that  beac- 
,on  #a8  the  Truth.  He  was  devoted 
to  her;  he  trusted  her,  ever  and  en- 
tirely; she  was  his.  He  had  no  other 
mistress.  Now  it  must  needs  be  that 
the^man  of  truth  is  a  man  also  of 
sorrow.  Sympathy,  by  the  very 
structure  of  the  word,  means  suffer- 
mg,  and.  sympathy  is  the  only  road  to 
truth 

"with  tlie  sorrow  which  noye  would 
yield  for  happiness.  It  was  with  the 
sorrow  which  contains  in  itself  the 
entire  galaxy  of  our  mortal  virtues — 
msight,  and  kindness,  and  wonder, 
and  clear  imagination.  Sweetest 
among  the  beneficial  goddesses  who 
watch  above  us  is  tiiis  same  fair- 
▼isaged  daughter  of  the  fact,  this 
l^rrow,  who  takes  all  the  spiritually 
great  into  her  keeping,  and  who  Avas 
seldom  absent  from  Abraham  Lin- 
aoki's  side. 


not  the  most  glorious  period  in  bur 
nation's  history.  Now,  however,  we 
have  entered  uuou  an  era,  we  make 
bold  to  think,  which  would  have  at- 
tracted Abra^uun  Conisohi  more. 

Yes — Lincoln  would  have  been 
more  at  home  hi  the  American  world 
of  1909  than  in  that  of  three  decades 
airo.  His  was  a  universe  not  of  brute 
things  but  of  their  essence.  Poetry 
was  the  background,  of  his  thought; 
vi.sion  and  high  emotion  lay  behind 
accident  and  show.  He  understood 
notithe  spirit  pf  mortal  pride;  all  he 
understood  was  service.  Could  he 
look  down  upon  his  former  dwell- 
ing-place he  would  behold  the  un- 
ceasing ebb  and  flow  of  justice  and 
oppression,  but  he  would  behold  also 
labor  toward  equality,  increasing 
faith,  a  secular  religion  passing  over 
the  broad  acres  of  the  States.  Mahy 
an  earnest  student  has  sought  to 
spell  from  Lincoln's  words  what  was 
his  inner  eoneeption  of  GKkI,  immor- 
tality, and  the  destiny  of  man.  Lin- 
C(dn  could  -^Ot..  Jiave  told  tho.se 
thoughts  luBffiolfL  'Tlie  envelope  of 
the  life  he  saw  was  mystery.  He 
liKtked  to  the  future  as  to  a  vast  and 
trackless  sea;  but  over  that  wilder- 
ness crowded  constellations  gave  un- 
remitting sighaib.  Of  these  boundar- 
ies and  misty  dreams  Lincoln  seldom 
spoke,  save  as  of  poetry,  or  as  of 
symbols  sfllteti&ning  the  effort  of  man 
to  choose  the  better  part.  What  we 
do  know  of  that  lonely  figure's 
thought  sheds  its  light  udou  the  here 
and  now.  It  brings  guidance  into  the 
labyrinth  of  every  day.  l^inc!)ln's 
country,  therefore,  now  embarked  in 
good  faith  upon  the  quest  of  rig^t, 
draws  encouragement  from  remem- 
brance of  her  insuiring  son.  To  him 
she  turns  when  the  clouds  look  dark 
above.  Him  she  thanks  when  reflect- 
ing: that  man's  hai'd  f;ite  yet  is  easier 
than  it  was.  The  reality  of  him  ap- 
pears in 'ihe  constancy  #ith  which  he 
seems  |)rese!it,  aiul  a  help,  in  the 
progress  which  the  world  is  making 
now. —Collier's  Weeklv.

Wood  as  Food. 
In  one  quarter  of  the  earth,  at  least, 
wood,  in  a  certain  form,  senrea  as  a 
common  and  constant  article  of  diet, 
and  that  Is  the  northern  coast  of  81* 
berla.  At  several  points  the  natives' 
eat  wood,  and  eat  it  because  they  Uke 
it.  Even  when  fish  is  plentiful,  wood 
usuaUy  forms  a  part  of  the  evening 
meal  of  these  natives,  as  testified  by 
numerous  travelers.  Cleanly  stripped 
larch  logs  near  every  hut  in  that  re- 
gion are  silent  witnesses  to  the  pen- 
oral  fondness  for  wood  diet.  The  dish 
Is  prepaj-ed  by  scraping  off  thick  lay- 
ers immediately  under  the  bark  of  the 
log.  These  are  chopped  fine  and  mixed 
with  snow,  the  whole  being  boiled  In  a 
kettle.  Sometimes  a  little  fish  roe, 
milk  or  butter  is  mixed  with  the  wood. 
—Tit-Bits. 


To  Remove  Old  Paper  from  Walls. 

Many  women  do  their  own  paper 
haniring.  For  sanitary  and  other  rea- 
sons the  old  paper  should  be  removed 
from  the  walls.  This  is  usually  rery 
difficult  to  do.  but  I  have  Just  removed 
the  paper  firom  13  rooraa,  niiere  it  was 
made  very  easy  in  the  following  way: 
The  paper  was  wet  thoroughly  with  a 
thin,  boiled  flour  paste,  applied  with 
whisk  broom  Or  whitewash  brush,  after 
wlUch  It  came  off  in  large  strips.  The 
time  the  paste  was  allowed  to  stay  on 
varied  with  the  thickness  of  the  paper, 
and  was  easily  determined  by  experi- 
ment. A  cake  turner  was  found  to  be 
of  great  use  in  starting  the  strips.  I 
learned  this  "trick  of  the  trade"  from 
a  paper  hanger.

Otber- 
vrlse  the  campalf^  wQI  hie  only  deaal- 
tary  and  nnaatlafaetaiy.  The  beat  and 
msat  practical  mas  fiie  mnnidpality 
earn  bring  forward  should  be  made 
<3iairman  of  the  geaeral  committee  In 
(t'harge  of  the  work  «r  be  officially  des- 
iignated  by  some  aimilar  arrangement 
:as  the  manager  aad4lreetor  In  diaige 
iof  the  work. 

"The  best  begiaiilng  that  a  uiunici- 
ipality  can  make  Lii  considering  an  ad- 
vertising eauipal>;u  is  to  look  well  te 
Its  appearance,  attractiveness  and  locail 
improveinonts."
